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Suicide 
rate drops 
below UK 
average 

SUICIDE rates in local au¬ 
thorities across the Black 
Country have fallen below 
the national average, new 
figures show. However, 
Sandwell still leads the way 
in the region, with 64 peo¬ 
ple taking their own lives 
between 2010 and 2012. 

Figures released by the 
Office for National Statistics 
show the number of suicides 
in all four authorities in the 
region was below the na¬ 
tional average of 11.6 deaths 
per 100,000 population. 

Walsall showed the lowest 
average rate in the Black 
Country, with a total of 45 
suicides over the period 
equating to a rate of 6.9 per 
100,000 population. 

Sandwell’s rate is equal to 
10.8 per 100,000. 

In Dudley there were 61 
recorded suicides, although 
the overall rate was still well 
below the national average 
at 7.9. 

A total of 56 people com¬ 
mitted suicide in Wolver¬ 
hampton between 2010 
and 2012, a rate of 9.2 per 
100,000 population. 

It was also revealed that 
in 2012 male suicide rates 
were more than three times 
higher than the female 
equivalent, recording a rate 
ofl8.2 compared with 5.2 
female deaths per 100,000 
population. The highest su¬ 
icide rate was among men 
aged 40 to 44. 

Staff cleared

SHE was a long-distance lorry driver, 
was sacked from a job for teaching 
rock ‘n’ roll dancing, had to be forced 
to stop working at the age of 78, and 
married three times. 

And now Olive Taylor has cele¬ 
brated her 100th birthday. 

The sprightly pensioner had a spe¬ 
cial party to celebrate the milestone 
at her home in West Bromwich, on 
Friday with all of her friends, family 
and even Deputy Mayor of Sandwell 
Councillor Barbara Price. 

Olive, who has three children, four 
grandchildren and four great-grand¬ 
children, was born to Harriet and 


Harry in West Bromwich on May 16, 
1914, but was raised by her grand¬ 
mother Ellen after Harriet died in 
the flu epidemic of 1918, while father 
Harry pitched in. 

She married first husband Tom 
Bonham at 17 and lived in Dora Road, 
West Bromwich, and had her three 
children between 1931 and 1940. 

Youngest daughter Olive Johnson, 
now 73, said: “She started driving dur¬ 
ing the war, and when it finished she 
ended up driving quite big lorries. I’m 
not sure she ever took her licence.” 

After splitting up from Tom she met 
second husband George Elliott while 


driving lorries for a company called 
Lawleys, where she worked well into 
her 60s, then after George’s death 
she met and married Jack Taylor, 
her third husband, who passed away 
around 15 years ago. 

Active Olive was also a dance fa¬ 
natic, competing in ballroom first with 
Tom and then against him after he got 
a new partner - never to be beaten by 
him. She also taught netball and nee¬ 
dlework as well as ballroom dancing 
at the former George Salter school - 
but got the sack after she was caught 
teaching her students rock ‘n’ roll 
dancing instead.

A VIOLENT robber has been jailed for 
13 years after attacking a father with 
a rolling pin in front of his horrified 
teenage daughter. 

However, the attack seemed to be an appar¬ 
ent case of mistaken identity. Nigel Collins 
tried posing as a police officer to trick his way 
inside the house in Smethwick, but was re¬ 


fused entry 

He then clambered 
through an open window 
after the resident became 
suspicious and shut the 
front door. 

The 49-year-old resident 
was left with a head wound 
needing stitches after after 
being struck with a rolling 
pin picked up from a kitchen 
surface. 

Collins and two accom¬ 
plices fled with £300 cash 
and a mobile phone from 
the house in Waterloo Road. 

Arrested 

They were caught after 
a bag they dropped in the 
back garden was found to 
contain a glove with Collins’ 
DNA on it. The 25-year-old 
was traced to an address 
in Whitehall Road, Hand- 
sworth. He was arrested at 
the address on the morning 
of March 6. 

Collins was jailed at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
after admitting robbery and 
attempted GBH. 

Dc Darren Brown said: 
“The homeowner suffered 
a nasty head wound that 
required several stitches 
whilst his 18-year-old 
daughter, though she wasn’t 
hurt, was present during the 
ordeal which lasted around 
10 minutes. He was dragged 
upstairs by the men who de¬ 
manded cash and valuables 
- but it appears they made

a mistake and targeted 
the wrong property, even 
though we understand Col¬ 
lins did a reccy of the loca¬ 
tion earlier in the afternoon. 

Collins, from Tewpark 
Road in Handsworth, and 
two other men arrived at 
the victim’s home before 
7.30pm on February 20 and 
tried convincing the home- 
owner they were conducting 
local enquiries. 

Dc Brown, added: “The 
victim did exactly the right 
thing. He asked questions 
through a locked door, as he 
doubted they were genuine 
officers. We’d always urge 
residents to make checks 
against unsolicited callers. 
Don’t be afraid to leave 
them waiting whilst you 
phone the organisation they 
claim to be representing.” 

A second man is currently 
on police bail on suspicion of 
being involved. 


Hoarding 
battle by 
head with 
new plan 

THE headteacher of a school 
near the site earmarked for 
a 120ft advertising hoard¬ 
ing by the M6 has vowed to 
fight the plans. 

Developer St Francis 
Group and Opus Land want 
to build what it has dubbed 
the Sandwell Gateway. 

It would be situated on 
land off Wood Green Road, 
Wednesbury, by junction 
nine of the motorway - and 
this is the third application 
for a hoarding in that vi¬ 
cinity received by Sandwell 
Council since 2008. 

The bottom of the panels 
would sit 55ft off ground 
level, so it will be around 
120ft high. Pank Patel, 
headteacher of nearby Wood 
Green Academy, said he 
feared the hoarding would 
be detrimental to teaching. 

“This megastructure, if it 
were to proceed, would be a 
distraction to teaching and 
learning, in PE lessons and 
other lessons, as well and 
for the local community who 
use the school most days of 
the week. We believe this ad¬ 
vertising hoarding will dis¬ 
tract drivers and seriously 
compromise the health and 
safety of students, staff and 
the local community.” 

Richard Smith, from Opus 
Land, said: “We had a public 
consultation. We have since 
had an open relationship, in 
which the school have been 
able to contact us with their 
concerns.” 

Pledge over 
health site 

HEALTH bosses have this 
week confirmed that they 
were committed to building 
a new £9million health cen¬ 
tre in Wednesbury within 
the next three years. 

Their comments came 
amid fears the scheme had 
been shelved after a plan¬ 
ning application was with¬ 
drawn. 

The long-awaited scheme 
in High Bullen is due to pro¬ 
vide new facilities for users 
of two GP surgeries in the 
town, Mailing Health and 
The Spires. 
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Fall victim family's heartbreak 


A HEARTBROKEN husband who 
switched off his wife’s life support 
machine found out three days later 
she was still alive when he called 
the hospital to make funeral ar¬ 
rangements. 

Malcolm Greenhill says he was 
told his wife Marilyn would ‘only 
live for a couple of minutes’ after 
her machine was switched off at 
Sandwell Hospital. But the family 


was stunned to discover three days 
later that the 65-year-old grand¬ 
mother had continued to breathe 
unaided and was still alive on the 
ward. 

At an inquest into her death, Mr 
Greenhill told of the family’s dis¬ 
tress when they realised Mrs Green¬ 
hill had been left on her own over 
the Bank Holiday. He said it had 
been like ‘grieving for her twice’. 


Mrs Greenhill had suffered bleed¬ 
ing to the brain when she fell down 
the stairs at her home in West Bro¬ 
mwich on May 3. Doctors told Mr 
Greenhill nothing could be done 
to save his wife of 41 years and on 
medical advice he made the heart¬ 
breaking decision to turn off her 
machine on May 3. 

After discovering their mother 
was still alive, her two children ru¬ 


shed back to the hospital on May 6 
and stayed at her bedside until Mrs 
Greenhill died at 7pm on May 7. 

Adjourning the inquest for three 
months, Assistant Coroner Mr 
Angus Smillie said: “It would be 
inappropriate of me to conclude the 
inquest today because of the unu¬ 
sual circumstances.” A ‘thorough’ 
investigation has since been pledged 
by hospital chiefs. 


One-man crimewave 
armed robber jailed

THIS is the scene of the rush-hour crash 
that saw two men taken to hospital with se¬ 
rious injuries after being hit by a car. 

Witnesses spoke of their shock after the 
crash on Tuesday evening, which saw pas¬ 
sers-by run to the aid of the injured pedes¬ 
trians in West Bromwich High Street. 

One of the men suffered cardiac arrest at 
the scene and was taken to Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham after paramedics 
restarted his heart and he was given anaes¬ 
thetic. The other man, believed to be in his 


30s, suffered fractures to his arm and leg. 
Calum Hogg, 29, from West Bromwich said: 
“I heard a bang, but I had my earphones in 
and thought it was the music. 

“It was only when I saw people rushing 
down the road I realised it was bad.” An¬ 
other passer-by added: “This is a busy road 
with a lot of people crossing. It can be dan¬ 
gerous.” Members of the public rushed to 
help and an off-duty trainee paramedic gave 
CPR to the man in cardiac arrest before 
paramedics and a doctor arrived. 


AN ARMED robber who launched a horrifying 
one-man crimewave has started a 14-year 
jail sentence this week. 

William Finch struck six times in two months 
pocketing more than £3,500 cash after threatening 
to kill terrified staff at two bingo halls, a building 
society, a bookmakers and a convenience store in the 


Black Country. 

The 57-year-old was also 
seen to flee empty-handed at 
the wheel of a BMW from an 
attempted raid on a post of¬ 
fice after being outwitted by 
the husband and wife who 
run the business. 

The mystery robber, who 
wore either a balaclava or 
had a scarf pulled across his 
face while clutching what 
appeared to be a sawn-off 
shotgun in a bag, was finally 
unmasked after a CCTV pic¬ 
ture of the culprit was pub¬ 
lished in the Express & Star. 

A witness who caught a 
glimpse of his face through a 
gap in the scarf thought his 
skin might have been black. 

Readers provided detec¬ 
tives with important infor¬ 
mation and officers raided 
the flat in Bilston Lane, Wil- 
lenhall where Finch lived 
alone. 

A BMW that matched the 
getaway vehicle used by the 
robber in the bungled post 
office raid was in the car 
park at the foot of the block 
with a set of latex gloves in 
the vehicle. It was registered 
to Finch. A pot of face paint 
that could have been used 
to ‘black up’ was discovered 
in the flat along with a fake 
moustache. 

He first targeted the West 
Bromwich Building society 
branch in Market Place, 
Wednesbury where he es¬ 
caped with around £1,000 
on August 9 last year after 
walking in armed with the 
imitation gun and passed a 
note to a woman cashier tell¬ 
ing her to fill a bag with at 
least £5,000.. 

Other raids included one 
at just before 9pm on Sep-

tember 17 at Coral book¬ 
makers in Highfields Road, 
Bradley, where staff were 
threatened with what they 
assumed to be a gun, with 
£530 stolen. He grabbed a 
further £800 thrown at him 
by shocked staff at Mecca 
Bingo Hall on Spring Vale 
Industrial Park, Bilston 
after he shouted ‘give me 
money or I will shoot you’ 
on September 23. 

Finch, who had previous 
convictions for shoplifting 
and assault, consistently 
denied being involved in 
any of the raids. He pleaded 
not guilty to all offences but 
a jury convicted him of five 
robberies, an attempted rob¬ 
bery and six counts of pos¬ 
sessing an imitation firearm 
after a trial at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court and was 
jailed for 14 years by Judge 
Peter Barrie. 

The divorced, jobless for¬ 
mer pub landlord was in 
debt and turned to armed 
robbery in a desperate bid 
to get cash to fund his poker 
habit. All the money he 
stole was lost at the casinos 
where he was a regular. 


Lock-up 
for man 
in raids 
by gang 

A MAN of ‘positive good 
character’ who was part of 
a masked gang that carried 
out a ‘campaign’ of burgla¬ 
ries in the area has been 
jailed for two years. 

Their victims included a 
90-year-old Rowley Regis 
man who was disturbed by 
the gang before they got 
away with £700 worth of 
property. 

While there were two 
young children present 
when they attacked another 
property in West Bromwich. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told Craig Tucker, aged 26, 
who wiped away a tear as he 
was sent into custody, say¬ 
ing: “You were persuaded, 
against your better judge¬ 
ment, to join this gang after 
being introduced to hard 
drugs.” 

Tucker, of Hartlebury 
Road, Oldbury, admitted 
two burglary charges and 
he asked for four other simi¬ 
lar offences to be taken into 
consideration at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

Mr Phillip Beardwell, 
prosecuting, said the gang 
got away with more than 
£1,300 worth of property 
from a house in Borough 
Crescent and £2,500 from a 
house in Thurston Crescent 
- both in Oldbury. 

Mr Andrew Jackson, de¬ 
fending, said drugs became 
a problem for Tucker.

THE future of a community 
orchestra has been secured 
thanks to a £100,000 grant 
from the Arts Council.

Criminal behind £lm car racket is jailed

A cocky criminal behind a £lmillion 
car theft racket has been jailed - af¬ 
ter being spotted by police driving a 
sports car with a number plate spell¬ 
ing out ‘stolen’. 

Shanwaz Khan’s illegal operation 
got noticed by police when seen in a 
Audi RS4 with the personalised num¬ 
ber plate of S20LUN in a convoy of 
stolen Mercedes in Birmingham. 

Officers discovered the 30-year- 
old was behind a ring that stole and 
stripped down cars at industrial units, 
including in Dudley and Tipton, to sell 


on as parts on eBay. A court heard, in 
total police linked the crook to more 
than 80 vehicle thefts and violent car¬ 
jackings during 2012 - valued at £1.1 
million. 

Khan, of Marsh Lane, Erdington, 
was jailed for seven years at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court after admitted con¬ 
spiracy to commit burglary and handle 
stolen goods. 

His brother Wajid Khan, 24, of 
Brookvale Road, Erdington, and 
cousin Seyed Khan, 32, of Marsh 
Lane, received 30-month prison sen¬ 


tences after admitting conspiracy to 
handle stolen goods. 

Fellow conspirators Ross and 
Matthew Dunham, aged 21 and 24, 
of Charter Avenue, Canley, Coven¬ 
try, were jailed for five years and 39 
months respectively after admitting 
conspiracy to commit burglaries. 

Detective Constable Mo Azir, said: 
“The brazen attitude of Shanwaz 
Khan was typified by his personalised 
number plate. 

“The scale of their criminal op¬ 
eration was vast and they showed a 


complete disregard to the trail of de¬ 
struction and misery left behind to 
victims of these offences.” 

After Shanwaz Khan was spotted 
with the number plate in March in 
2012, a six-month investigation by po¬ 
lice led officers to the four other group 
members. 

The gang were linked to 82 vehicle 
thefts during 2012. 

They included a petrol station 
car-jacking at the Total garage in 
Kingsbury Road, Erdington, on Au¬ 
gust 29 .

the summer.” 

Nick Hawkes, project manager at 
Bovale Limited said: “What is hap¬ 
pening immediately is that we have 
instructed contractors to come on 
site to reinstate the fencing around 
and make it secure once again. As 
part of the this we have to do a cer¬ 
tain amount of work with ecologists 


on trees on the site to make sure we 
aren’t disturbing birds nesting in 
the trees.” 

Station commander at Oldbury 
Fire Station Jason Jew said: “His¬ 
torically we have attended small 
fires, car fires etc as the land is eas¬ 
ily accessible. 

“The land is also the focus for 
fly-tipping and is used as a ‘play 
area’ for the local children.” 


Brothers’ knife fight 
ends in jail sentence 


A MAN was rushed to hospital for emergen¬ 
cy surgery after a knife fight with his brother 
outside their mother’s home, a judge heard. 

She had called Manliki Dormer, aged 32, for help 
amid fears that his brother Dwayne Nelson, 26, was 
suspected to be dealing drugs from the address and 
had refused to leave, Wolverhampton Crown Court 


Mr Howard Searle, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Whatever 
Nelson had been doing, it 
was regarded by the mother 
as bringing trouble to the 
house, so she rang her oldest 
child for assistance.” 

Dormer urged his brother 
to leave but was grabbed by 
the throat and thrown up 
against a door at the prop¬ 
erty in Mill Drive, Smeth¬ 
wick on September 20 last 
year, it was said. 

The two men then went 
outside where Nelson pro¬ 
duced a knife injuring Dor¬ 
mer on the knee before being 
disarmed by his brother, 
explained Mr Searle who 
continued: “Having got the 
better of the situation, the 
defendant started to use un¬ 
reasonable force.” 

Nelson, whose previ¬ 
ous convictions included a 
five year jail sentence for a 
knifepoint robbery, tried to 
run away but was pursued 
and stabbed in the stom¬ 
ach, chest and chin by the 
defendant, the court heard. 

Mr Sean Sidhu-Brar, de¬ 
fending, said: “He fell to 
his knees pleading with his 
brother to leave the prem-

ises but was attacked. The 
injured party then produced 
a knife and started making 
stabbing motions. 

“Fearing he was going to 
lose his life, the defendant 
got involved in a struggle 
that saw them both fall to 
the floor. He realised that 
his knee had been injured 
and lost his temper before 
using excessive self-de¬ 
fence.” 

Nelson sought refuge in 
the house of a neighbour 
after suffering three wounds 
and was taken to hospital 
with a perforated stomach. 
He need a blood transfusion, 
was on a ventilator for 24 
hours and spent two days in 
the critical care unit before 
being transferred to a ward 
where he was treated for 
almost three weeks before 
being discharged. 

Dormer from Denbay 
Grove, Yardley Wood 
pleaded guilty to wounding 
and was sent to prison for 
22 months by Judge John 
Warner who told him: “Your 
brother is no stranger to the 
criminal justice system.”

The inquest was told Mrs 
Middleton was reported 
missing from her home on 
December 29. She was found 
in open water at Queslett 
Nature Reserve on Decem¬ 
ber 31. Mr Balmain said the 
inquest resume.

On song Connie’s 
hope for stardom 


CRAIG HUGHES looks at 
how the future is panning 
out for one of our brightest 
young stars, Connie Talbot 

SHE stole the hearts of the 
nation as the angelic little girl 
with the sensational singing 
voice and gap-toothed grin. 

It seems a long time ago since 
Connie Talbot started the road to 
stardom on Britain’s Got Talent. 

Now almost seven years later and at 
the age of 13, the Streetly singer is still 
proving a hit with an army of fans across 
the world. 

The teenager has more than 158,000 
Twitter followers and most recently 
performed to sell-out crowds in South 
Korea. 

Forthcoming concerts will be in Indo¬ 
nesia and Taiwan this summer, and she 
met a string of famous faces including 
George Clooney, Carly Rae Jepson to 
The Wanted. 

Despite worldwide fame she has man¬ 
aged to stay grounded and still attends 
school in the West Midlands, rather than 
have a home tutor, and tours are planned 
around her holidays. 

Her success has only helped to whet 
the appetite for more and Connie has 
dreams of going on to become a ful¬ 
ly-fledged pop star. 

“Hopefully in the future I will be doing 
my own songs and practising instru¬ 
ments,” she tells us, shortly after arriv¬ 
ing home from playing out with friends. 

“I would really like to be a pop star. I 
like Taylor Swift.” 

Connie shot to prominence in 2007 
when she wowed Simon Cowell and his 
fellow judges with a rendition of Over the 
Rainbow. 

Her debut album went on to sell over 
250,000 copies and reached number one 
in three countries. 

Since then whenever the youngster

posted recordings of herself on You 
Tube it has received millions of hits. 

The worldwide draw she continues to 
have was further proven on her recent 
trip to Korea. 

She performed in three sell-out con¬ 
certs with 1,200 fans each time during 
a week-long tour during the Easter 
break. 

It promoted her album Beautiful 
World, but also coincided around the 
time of the tragic ferry disaster which 
rocked the whole country and made 
headlines across the world. 


It saw the kind-hearted teenager 
pledge to donate profits from her con¬ 
certs to help families of the victims. 

“It was really sad, everyone was re¬ 
ally down over there. I had heard it all 
over the news,” Connie says. 

“I felt really bad for all the people, 
they are so welcoming, it was just un¬ 
believably tragic.” 

And of the decision to donate to the 
cause, she admits: “Everyone was really 
grateful, it was the least we could do.” 

Her mother Sharon says it was a sad 
experience, but the reaction to Connie 


had been fantastic. “It was such a sad 
time to go with the ferry incident,” she 
says. “But she had such a welcome to 
Korea. They just loved her. There were 
people turning up who couldn’t get a 
ticket and they were waiting.” 

Her success in music has given the 
schoolgirl the chance to visit the world 
and perform in front of thousands of 
fans, the most believed to be around 
25,000 at the 02 Arena. 

Sharon says it is has been an experi¬ 
ence for the entire family and great op¬ 
portunity for them to have travelled the 
globe. Occasionally Sharon and husband 
Gavin, 46, will bring Connie’s brother 
Joshua, 20, and sister Mollie, 18 along. 

“It has been interesting seeing differ¬ 
ent cultures and meeting really nice peo¬ 
ple. It has given Connie the opportunity 
to see the world.” 

Despite other interests like any other 
teenager girl it is still music which plays 
an important part in Connie’s life. 

“She is doing a lot of songwriting her¬ 
self to make it in England she realises 
you have got to get your own material 
together,” says Sharon. 

“In her heart she would like to be a 
pop star. I think she will do pop ballads, 
maybe like Beyonce.” 

Even with her fame, education still 
remains at the forefront for Connie, and 
maintaining her friends group. 

“Connie loves school. We never have 
to ask her to do any homework,” her 
mother says. 

Connie agrees. “I do like to be at 
school,” she adds, saying that her fa¬ 
vourite subjects are ‘music, English and 
art’. I do a lot of practicing on the piano 
and guitar,” she adds. 

Connie regularly treats fans to her fa¬ 
vourite songs recorded to camera at her 
home and then uploaded on YouTube. 

But the video which still reigns su¬ 
preme is her Britain’s Got Talent au¬ 
dition in which she blew the audience 
away with Somewhere Over The Rain¬ 
bow. It has attracted more than 122 mil¬ 
lion views. 



I’M a little worried some people 
might fall into the trap of think¬ 
ing that today’s vote will make 
a scrap of difference when it 
comes to Britain being in or out 
of the European Union.

Nikki Sinclaire, the former 
Ukip member who founded her 
own group called We Demand A 
Referendum Now used her posi¬ 
tion to gather more than 100,000 
signatures on a petition calling 
for just that. 

But it was the UK Parliament 
that ended up acting on that pe¬ 
tition, debating the matter and 
then throwing it out. 

The people we’re choosing to 
represent us as MEPs can deal 
with the continent-wide issues 
on immigration, jobs, investment 
and the environment. They are 
not the ones that are going to 
get us out of or keep us in the 
union. 

That’s one for the General 
Election. You have at least an¬ 
other year of this row to listen to.

improved 
standards 
are sought! 
at primary 1 

A PRIMARY school has been urged to im¬ 
prove standards in pupils’ reading, writing 
and maths skills. 

The Priory Primary School, in Wednesbury, has 
seen standards slip from ‘satisfactory’ according to 
ratings from Ofsted to now requiring improvement. 

Inspectors said most pupils make ‘expected rather than 
good’ progress in reading, writing and mathematics. 

Ofsted lead inspector Tan H By Andrew Turton 
Jones and Laura Henshaw ™ 
visited the school based in 


Dorsett Road, Friar Park, 
which has more than 230 
pupils, earlier this year. 

Mr Jones said that there 
were positive signs of im¬ 
provement at The Priory 
but he did highlight the 
need to improve pupils’ skill 
when they leave for second¬ 
ary school. 

He said: “Most pupils 
make expected rather than 
good progress in reading, 
writing and mathematics. 
As a result, standards are 
below average when pupils 
leave the school. 

“Teachers do not always 
give pupils, especially the 
most-able pupils, work that 
stretches them. Some older 
pupils do not have a good 
range of reading skills by 
the time they leave school.” 

He said one area which 


needed tackling was the 
links between the school 
management and gover¬ 
nors, who he claimed ‘have 
not kept a close enough eye 
on standards’. 

Mr Jones says that lesson 
planning by teachers is im¬ 
proving and teaching more 
often builds on pupils’ pre¬ 
vious learning. 

He added: “There have 
been significant changes in 
staffing since the previous 
inspection, with four new 
teachers starting this year. 

“They have made a prom¬ 
ising start, and are now be¬ 
ginning to close the previous 
gaps in pupils’ learning.” 

Mr Jones did remark 
that the behaviour of pupils 
and their safety was good, 
adding: “Pupils are happy 
to learn and attendance is 
above average.”

Abattoir plan for 


old Firkins bakery 


AN abattoir could be opened on 
the site of a former bakery creat¬ 
ing 25 jobs. 

Plans have been revealed to use part 
of the old Firkins factory, in West Bro¬ 
mwich. 

The site has stood empty since the bakery 
factory was closed in 2011, but now propos¬ 
als have been lodged with Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil. The new abattoir would be based in the 
front part of the old bakery building, with 
a small shop counter area for direct sales. 
The rest of the site would remain empty 
and could still be redeveloped. 

In total it is estimated that more than 
2,000 chickens will be processed a day 
under the proposals. The abattoir would re¬ 
ceive the birds in crates on lorries and vans 
via an entrance on Black Lake. 

A report to the council from DNA Group, 


the agent for the developer, said: The ap¬ 
plication proposes an entirely appropriate 
use of the industrial building, formally the 
Firkins Bakery, bringing this damaged 
building back into a viable use.” 

The developer has outlined plans to in¬ 
stall an air filtration system to minimise 
smells coming from the 71,000 sq ft build¬ 
ing that will at times, temporarily house 
livestock. The report goes on to say that the 
daily deliveries will take place out of view of 
people living nearby. 

The plan also outlines a large staff car 
park suitable for up to 30 employees. 

Councillor Paul Sandars, who represents 
Hateley Heath said: “We always welcome 
new jobs to the area and it’s good to see a 
vacant factory being brought back in to use, 
but so far I haven’t heard how residents feel 
about the plan. The resident’s views must 
come first on a development like this.”

All of a sudden, we heard a 
loud bang and we crashed 
through the floor.” 

It is believed a damp prob¬ 
lem was behind the collapse.

Land plot 
In hands 
of council 

A DERELICT site where a 
man was rescued in Febru¬ 
ary after becoming trapped 
when land collapsed around 
him, has been taken over by 
Sandwell Council. 

The authority took pos¬ 
session of the land, in Bar¬ 
clay Road, Smethwick. And 
while the site was secured, 
officials admitted that it 
could be some time before 
any work was carried out. 

Sandwell Council said a 
compulsory purchase order 
for the site had been con¬ 
firmed but was in the pro¬ 
cess of being appealed by the 
site owner. 

Residents have long com¬ 
plained about the condition 
of the site and asked for ac¬ 
tion to be taken. Councillor 
Bob Piper, ward member for 
Abbey, said he was pleased 
the site had now been se¬ 
cured. 

He said the council had 
been granted the compul¬ 
sory purchase order in 
January by the Planning In¬ 
spectorate. Councillor Piper 
said the owner had appealed 
against the inspectorate’s 
decision and the case was 
now going through the High 
Court. “The inspectorate’s 
decision was made when the 
owner of the land failed to 
make a convincing case he 
should be allowed to con¬ 
tinue to develop the site. 

“Obviously there is no 
point us spending money 
on the site if at the end of 
the legal proceedings it is 
handed back to the owner.” 


Food billions Boparan 
reigns chicken supreme 


THEY call him the ‘chicken king’. Ranjit Sin¬ 
gh Boparan heads a business turning over 
£3 billion a year supplying poultry to KFC, 
Sainsbury’s and Tesco. 

His 2 Sisters Food Group, with factories in Smeth¬ 
wick, West Bromwich and Wolverhampton, is part 
of a business empire that employs 24,000 people. It 
is pretty good going for a former butcher’s shop boy 


from Bilston. 

Mr Boparan left school 
at 16 with very few qualifi¬ 
cations and now, he and his 
wife Baljinder have a for¬ 
tune of £1.3 billion, mean¬ 
ing they top the list of the 
richest Asians in the West 
Midlands. 

The 47-year-old champi¬ 
ons the idea of a ‘British’ 
brand that everyone should 
work together to promote. 
His business includes some 
household names including 
the fish and chip restaurant 
chain Harry Ramsden’s as 
well as Northern Foods, the 
producer of Goodfella’s and 
San Marco frozen pizzas and 
Fox’s Biscuits. He started 
the 2 Sisters group in West 
Bromwich in 1993 with a 
small loan. Since then the 
business has grown, acquir¬ 
ing more and more others. 

In the year to August 
2009, 2 Sisters’ sales in¬ 
creased 28 per cent to £649.4 
million, with pre-tax profits 
up 33 per cent to £33.9m, 
leaving a £12m dividend for 
the family - an impressive 
feat during a recession. It is 
now recognised as the coun¬ 
try’s second largest food 
production company.

Northern Foods, which 
also makes Marks & Spen¬ 
cer ready meals, was added 
to his portfolio in 2011 hav¬ 
ing seen off a rival based in 
Dublin. No-one had been 
able to match Mr Boparan’s 
£342 million cash offer. 

With Asda and Morrisons 
also on the list of companies 
supplied by 2 Sisters it is no 
wonder that Mr Boparan 
has acquired the nickname 
‘chicken king’. British Air¬ 
ways and Harrods are cus¬ 
tomers too. 

Although profits soared 
during the recession, the 
business has not been im¬ 
mune. 2 Sisters confirmed 
recently it would be shut¬ 
ting its Solway Foods site in 
Corby. 

Losses within Boparan 
Holdings, the parent com¬ 
pany of which Mr and Mrs 
Boparan are the sole share¬ 
holders, almost doubled 
in a year to £27.5m. Sales 
were up, however, by 35 per 
cent to £848m - boosted by 
the takeover of meat and 
chicken processing business 
Vion a year ago.

Son's pride after bravery of his 
father in convoys is recognised 


HE was unable to swim but it 
didn’t stop brave Harvey Webb 
joining the Navy during the Sec¬ 
ond World War and serving on 
the dangerous Arctic convoys. 

Mr Webb is believed to have taken 
part in around 13 convoys, dubbed ‘the 
most dangerous journey in the world’ 
by Winston Churchill, between 1942 
and 1946. 

And, seven years after his death, the 
sailor, from Tipton, has been honoured with 
the Arctic Star medal thanks to the efforts 
of his proud son Paul. 

The medal recognises service between 
1941 and 1945 delivering vital aid to the So¬ 
viet Union, running the gauntlet of enemy 
submarine, air and surface ship attacks. 

The Government announced last year 
that Royal Navy and merchant sailors, 
airmen and soldiers who survived the four- 
year campaign could apply for the medals. 

The campaign cost the lives of around 


MEMORY LANE

3,000 sailors and merchant seamen, and 
over 100 civilian and military ships were 
lost, with the nadir coming in the summer 
of 1942 when convoy PQ17 was mauled by 
the Luftwaffe and nine U-boats. 

Beyond the threat of the enemy, the men 
endured terrible weather conditions, the 
darkness of the polar winter and 24-hour 
daylight at the height of summer. If ships 
were sunk, sailors perished in minutes in 
waters barely above freezing. 

Mr Webb’s son said his father had rarely 
spoken of his wartime experiences and it 
was only in recent years he had learned 
more of his exploits at sea. 

And the 60-year-old had ‘made it his mis¬ 
sion’ to ensure his father received the acco¬ 
lade for his efforts during the conflict. 

“It has been a long process because the 
medals were first issued to surviving vet¬ 


erans, then their widows and finally next 
of kin,” he said. “However I am delighted 
my father has now been presented with the 
award. All those who served on those con¬ 
voys were very brave. 

“My father was unable to swim although 
I assume it would have been a requirement 
for service in the Navy. I don’t know how he 
did it but he got through.” 

Mr Webb said after joining the Navy at 
the age of 18 his father trained at HMS 
Raleigh, at Torpoint, in Devon, and had 
wanted to serve on the HMS Hood. 

Bismarck 

He was instead assigned to the HMS 
Scorpion where he was a gunner. 

Although he was disappointed at the time 
it saved his life as the Hood was sunk by the 
German battleship Bismarck. 

Mr Webb said: “If my father had his way 
at the time I would not be here now. His 
friend was assigned to the Hood and was 
killed.” 

His main assignment during the conflict 


was on the Arctic convoys, escorting Mer¬ 
chant Navy ships filled with supplies being 
transported to Murmansk in Russia. It was 
the convoys’ mission to protect the ships 
from attack by German U-boats. 

The convoys to Murmansk were re¬ 
nowned as being among the toughest with 
conditions rough and icy. 

Mr Webb said his father had also been 
involved in a battle with the German ship 
Scharnhorst. 

That ship had been hit and the sailor 
helped to pull many of the German crew 
from the water. 

He was also in the fleet which escorted 
Winston Churchill across the Atlantic to 
America for talks with the US President. 

Mr Webb attended the Central School, 
in Tipton, and is survived by son Paul and 
daughter Sharon. He has three grandchil¬ 
dren and two great-grandchildren. 

Mr Webb said: “I wanted to do this for 
him to recognise his service during the con¬ 
flict and I am really pleased he has now re¬ 
ceived the award.”

Camera-shy because of failing teeth, images of a dream Caribbean wedding are missing a mum’s proud smile but now she’s... 




THE SUN shone, the sea was as blue as 
the cloudless sky and a small, family group 
celebrated a wedding on the shoreline of 
paradise. 

With the warm, golden sand beneath their 
feet, they toasted the happy couple and 
made memories that would last lifetimes. 

Runaway Bay, one of the jewels of the 
Caribbean, had it all - magic, romance, 
a spectacular setting and the ultimate 
backdrop for wedding album pictures - and 
there were plenty to be taken. 

But one person was noticeably absent from 
the captured images of the smiles, laughter 
and celebrations on that special day. 

Only a single frame - a group shot ,and 
not a close-up - featured the groom’s proud 
mum. Jan had travelled more than 4,600 
miles to embrace the Big Day moment with 
five others in the wedding party, but in her 
own words, “I didn’t feel right.” 

Teeth were a mess 

Everything was perfect, everyone was 
happy and “it was a lovely, lovely day,” but 
Jan deliberately melted into the background 
every time the cameras clicked. 

“I wouldn’t have my picture taken,” she 
confesses. “I know it seems strange, but I did 
not want to spoil the day for my son. That’s 
the way I felt. Everything was lovely, I’d taken 
some lovely clothes, the setting was lovely 
and you couldn’t have wished for better. . . 
the people, the ceremony in the pagoda, the 
beach bungalow where we stayed and the 
way the locals were so friendly to us. 

“But my teeth were a mess. When I smiled 
you couldn’t see any of my teeth and I was 
so embarrassed at the way they looked, I not 
only spoke with my hand in front of my mouth, 
I ate like that too,” Jan, from Kidderminster, 
recalls. 


As the groom’s mum, the focus of attention 
was emotionally crippling. 

Now in her 60s, Jan’s troubles began some 
40 years ago. Suffering with a gum disorder 
in her lower jaw, her dentist carried out a full 
clearance. 

“I had four lower teeth in the front where the 
trouble was, but I was told I had to lose them 
all. In those days you just accepted it. It was 
a horrible experience and those experiences 


stay with you,” she says. Jan tolerated a 
catalogue of prosthetic prescriptions which 
never “felt comfortable or looked right” and 
for 15 years her food choices were seriously 
compromised. 

“I couldn’t eat apples, or pears, or steak and 
every time I went to a restaurant I’d have to 
order fish. My gums were always sore and I 
couldn’t chew properly,” she adds. 

Jan’s self-esteem hit rock bottom until she 


saw an article in the newspaper about Steven

“My husband said I should book an 
appointment and I told him that he needed to 
get laser surgery on his eyes.

ONCE again we focus some of 
our time on the quiet heroes 
from a wide variety of back¬ 
grounds, doing a wide variety of 
jobs, in one of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s largest NHS organisations - 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
Hospitals NHS Trust.

EVERY organisation has its 
loyal servants but one which 
stands out at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust is Glynis Fenner, 
who has worked for the NHS 
for 40 years. 

Glynis, 57, who lives in Wol¬ 
verhampton, is the Senior Nurse 
in the trust’s bank. This role in¬ 
volves managing the pool of tem¬ 
porary staff who come in to assist 
with the running of the hospitals. 
These workers come from a wide 
range of areas with many differ¬ 
ent skills.

Moving to the trust’s bank 12 years 
ago, Glynis has also helped improve 
interpreting services within the trust. 

Glynis said: “We have now improved 
quality for the patients and have made 
a considerable saving for the trust. 

“We are always trying to do some¬ 
thing different, learn from the past 
and improve the service for patients.” 

Glynis’ colleague, Deputy Chief 
Nurse Linda Pascall said: “Glynis is 


the kind of colleague you dream about. 
She is a person who shares your own 
enthusiasm for people and doing your 
best because in the end it affects how 
we care for our patients and of course 
each other. 

“She’s usually the first person to be 
on duty and the last to leave. Her ded¬ 
ication is difficult to match. Glynis is 
always ready with a smile, a kind word 
or a shoulder when things get tough. 
She is definitely a hero for us.” 

Over 40 years in the NHS and Glynis 
still has the same drive and passion for 
nursing that she started with. 

She commented: “I love nursing. I 
enjoy bedside nursing and coming to 
work and making a difference. 

“A patient could be someone that 
you know and love, so I always wanted 
to give people the care that I would ex¬ 
pect if one of my loved ones was in that 
position.” 


Glynis isn’t the only one who is 
following a healthcare path. Her son 
Chris has recently qualified as a doc¬ 
tor, daughter Emily is studying Medi¬ 
cine, while her other daughter Sophie 
has completed a master’s degree in 
Chemistry. Her partner Paul is a Ra¬ 
diographer. 

Away from work the proud Geordie, 
Glynis, follows her beloved Newcas¬ 
tle United and tries to get to games 
when she can, as well as doing yoga 
and training for a 5k run, building on 
her cross country championship from 
school. She also likes to travel and is 
booked to go to Mexico in June. 

Glynis’ hero throughout her long 
career is her mum. She said: “She in¬ 
stilled a good work ethic in me, and she 
was very well-respected wherever she 
worked. She was the funniest person 
I know and incredibly hard working.”

Family matters to 
Gabriel in new series 


G abriel Byrne may have lived 
in the States for some time, 
but when he was offered 
the chance to return to Dublin for 
this new series, he jumped at it - 
and it’s little wonder. 

Based on John Banville’s 
thrillers, the series has gone down 
a treat in its native, but now the 
Beeb has snapped it up, in a 
major Anglo-Irish co-production, 
we get to see for ourselves what 
all the fuss is about. And if you like 
your thrillers dark and mysterious, 
it won’t disappoint. 

Quirke opens in the late autumn 
of 1956, where a hungover city 
pathologist known only as ‘Quirke’ 
(we never get to know his 
Christian name) stumbles from a 
late-night party in the nurses’ 
quarters. He hopes to sleep in his 
subterranean pathology lab. 
However, his adoptive brother, 
obstetric consultant Malachy 
Griffin, is at our hero’s desk 
completing paperwork for 
Christine Falls, a recently 
deceased patient. 

When Quirke returns the 
following morning, Christine’s

body is gone and the medical 
expert is curious about his 
brother’s strange behaviour. 
Further investigation suggests Mai 
was the father of Christine’s child, 
and he believes the youngster has 
been spirited away to America 
under the wing of the Catholic 
Church. 

Quirke follows the trail to Boston, 
accompanying Mai’s daughter - 
Quirke’s niece Phoebe - on a last 
visit to her ailing grandfather. He 
eventually uncovers the truth 
about a family secret that has 
remained buried for nearly two 
decades. 

Byrne explains of his alter ego: “I 
think that most people can relate 
to a wounded past. Some people 
are more adept at dealing with it, 
and some people are much more 
delicate and sensitive and I think 
Quirke is one of those people who 
hides his vulnerability and his pain 
underneath and exterior of 
detachment. 

“His work as a pathologist; I 
always thought he was much at 
home among the dead than he is 
with the living and for him, in a 


strange way, the dead are still 
living creatures and he’s the last 
one really to take care of them so 
that space where he works is very 
sacred to him.” 

It helps that Byrne’s passionate 
about the genre in which the 
series falls, as he says: “Mystery 
and enigma are fascinating 
because it forces the audience to 
raise questions about the 
character. That’s not to say that all 
characters are enigmatic and 
mysterious - some are very 
obvious - but I like the idea of 
hiding in plain sight and allowing 
the audience to play that game 
with you.” 

Like Jack Reacher fans 
smarting over the fact Tom 
Cruise played their giant of a 
literary hero a couple of years ago, 
fans of the Banville novels may 
take umbridge at the fact Gabriel 
isn’t 6ft 4in, doesn’t have the feet 
of a dancer or blond hair. It 
scarcely matters. Byrne is 
compelling in the lead, and with a 
supporting cast including Michael 
Gambon, you know you’re in safe 
hands.

Mitsubishi 
makes mark 
with its new 
hybrid SUV

Plug-in hybrids are moving the game on in 
the war against excessive fuel consumption. 
Mitsubishi’s new Outlander hybrid isn’t the 
usual high-price, early adopter-friendly offer¬ 
ing, as it boasts a sensible money price tag 
and real-world versatility 
While Mitsubishi’s latest Outlander offers a pleas¬ 
ingly revised and refined ownership experience, this 
model is a little different as it’s a plug-in hybrid vari¬ 
ant. 

Mitsubishi might not have the same track record as the 
likes of Toyota when it comes to hybrid motoring, but this 
Outlander hits the ground running with boasts of 100-plus 
mile fuel economy figures and ultra low C02 ratings. 

Mitsubishi has opted for a petrol-electric set-up, which is 
claimed to offer high levels of refinement along with the low 
running costs. The car’s 2.0-litre engine partners with two 
electric motors - one at each end - to drive the Outlander. 

All-wheel drive performance is retained despite the ab¬ 
sence of a propshaft, while the car can automatically chan¬ 
nel power where it’s needed, such as a front-wheel drive 
mode for undemanding urban duties. 

A press of a button transforms this Outlander into a sur¬ 
prisingly capable 4x4, proving no less able than its die¬ 
sel-powered stablemates. 

This activity-focused approach continues inside, where 
there’s ample space for five in the practical cabin. The hy¬ 
brid hardware has resulted in the removal of the regular 
car’s third row of seats, but the upshot is a flat, wide load 
space. 

The Outlander’s streamlined exterior is a welcome 
change to the usual rough and rugged theme demonstrated 
by many of its rivals. It’s not all for looks alone, as this ap¬ 
proach makes the Outlander a slippery beast - something 
that should help with its overall economy performance. 

Famous more for purposeful off-roaders and turbo-nutter 
rally replicas, Mitsubishi doesn’t have much of a track re¬ 
cord when it comes to alternatively-fuelled transport. Thank¬ 
fully the engineers in Japan have caught up quickly with the 
more switched-on European car makers, and the Outlander 
PHEV is a surprisingly accomplished first attempt. 

Spacious 

If the only complaint is that you sacrifice the regular 
Outlander’s third row of seats to make way for the hybrid 
hardware, then Mitsubishi has little to worry about. The car’s 
cabin is spacious and practical; there’s ample oddments 
storage space, head and legroom fore and aft plus that pre¬ 
viously mentioned wide, flat load space. 

The Outlander’s durable but classy cabin materials 
should easily resist the rigours of family life, while the pow¬ 
ered tailgate is a nice, practical touch. 

In real terms the hybrid Outlander behaves a lot like a 
regular model, although the quiet running on electric power 
is something of a giveaway. It’s an easy car to drive irre¬ 
spective of the power source in use, and the beauty of the 
hybrid is that it takes care of everything irrespective of the 
road conditions. 

The regenerative braking can be dialled up so you almost 
don’t need to touch the brake pedal - a useful characteristic 
for urban driving, although it does take a bit of getting used 
to. 

What’s also clever is this Outlander’s off-roading skills, as 
the two electric motors work together to deliver a total-trac¬ 
tion experience akin to that of a diesel Outlander but without 
the need for a bulky propshaft. Keeping you informed is a 
clear and colourful display detailing the car’s various sys¬ 
tems, from which way the energy is flowing to reams of data 
outlining fuel economy and eco performance. 

Plug-in hybrids aren’t known for being cheap, but Mit¬ 
subishi has dealt a blow to the opposition by pegging the 
Outlander’s price to that of the comparable diesel-powered 
model. 

There’s a small line-up boasting good to generous lev¬ 
els of kit, while the main attraction for business users will 
be the car’s tax-efficient properties: low running costs, zero 
congestion charge rating and ability to offset the car’s cost 
against business activities. Factor in the potential ability to 
commute on electric power alone and charge up on low- 
cost electricity, and the hybrid Outlander starts to make 
sense. 

There’s no denying that the hybrid Outlander is likely to 
appeal mainly to business users. If you want family-friend¬ 
ly practicality, the ability to go off-road and tow, plus mini¬ 
mise your tax outlay, this petrol-electric plug-in Outlander 
deserves serious consideration too. You’ll need to do the 
sums but, with a modest asking price compared to its rivals, 
there’s every chance it’ll trump a diesel SUV in terms of run¬ 
ning costs if you spend a lot of time in the city. 

This car summed up in a single word: Advanced. 

If this car was a horse it would be a dark one - with the 
potential to upset the competition.

Marque sees 
an increase 
in lead over 
nearest rival

UK market leader Ford recorded year-over¬ 
year increases in its total vehicle sales and 
share in April, and extended its sales lead 
over its nearest rival to more than 11,000 
units, according to the official sales figures 
from the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders. 

Ford recorded total vehicle sales of 31,055, a 15.5 
per cent share, up 0.6 percentage points compared 
with April 2013. 

Ford Fiesta and Focus are the number one and two 
best-selling cars. Ford Transit and Transit Custom are the 
commercial vehicle sales leaders. 

Mark Ovenden, Ford of Britain chairman and managing 
director, said: “UK car sales are demonstrating a sustained, 
strong level of growth and, in this context, it is gratifying 
that Ford is maintaining its robust sales momentum through 
2014, underlined by increased sales and share and beating 
overall market growth. 

“Ford has its best-ever range of vehicles and it is extend¬ 
ing its market footprint through a continued investment in 
exciting products, such as the Ford Transit, including the 
Tourneo range, and industry-leading technologies spear¬ 
headed by the multi-award-winning EcoBoost engine, which 
are delivered through the strongest dealer network in the 
UK.” 

The official figures released by the SMMT show total car 
sales in April were up 8.2 per cent to 176,820 units, com¬ 
pared with April 2013. Ford’s April car sales of 25,843 were 
up 16.5 per cent. For the year to date (end April) total UK car 
sales were 864,942, up 12.5 per cent compared with 2013, 
while Ford car sales for this period were 120,719, up 13.3 
per cent. 

Best 

With a total of 10,250 registrations, up 26.8 per cent com¬ 
pared with April 2013, the Ford Fiesta was the UK best seller 
- 4,948 sales and 2.8 percentage points of market share 
ahead of its nearest non-Ford rival. For the year to date, 
Fiesta sales are up 16.7 per cent at 49,490, compared with 
the same period in 2013. 

Increases in Ford’s retail and net fleet car sales for the 
year to date, compared with 2013, demonstrate the underly¬ 
ing commercial strength of Ford’s UK business. Retail and 
net fleet sales were up from 51,880 and 28,298 to 56,603 
and 34,112, respectively. 

UK commercial vehicle (CV) sales for the year to date 
were 112,841, up 7.2 per cent, compared with the same 
period in 2013. Total sales of Ford CVs for the year to date 
were up from 24,659 to 24,989, compared with 2013. 

Ford medium commercial sales, headed by the indus¬ 
try-leading Ford Transit and Ford Transit Custom, were 
21,287 for the year to date up from 20,802. Ford Fiesta Van, 
Ford Transit Custom and Ford Transit were all leaders in 
their respective segments in April and for the year to date. 

Ford of Europe is responsible for producing, selling 
and servicing Ford brand vehicles in 50 individual markets 
and employs approximately 47,000 employees at its whol¬ 
ly-owned facilities and approximately 67,000 people when 
joint ventures and unconsolidated businesses are included. 

In addition to Ford Motor Credit Company, Ford Europe 
operations include Ford Customer Service Division and 22 
manufacturing facilities (13 wholly owned or consolidated 
joint venture facilities and nine unconsolidated joint venture 
facilities). 

The first Ford cars were shipped to Europe in 1903 - the 
same year Ford Motor Company was founded. European 
production started in 1911.

Year only for 
Albion strip

My time at Wolves was hell, says Bjorn 


WOLVES outcast Bjorn Sigurdarson has 
lifted the lid on his Molineux nightmare, 
calling it “hell”. 

The 23-year-old forward is currently 
resurrecting his career on loan at Molde, 
where he will be until their season ends in 
November. 

Sigurdarson was one of four strikers 
head coach Kenny Jackett allowed to leave 
in January with Kevin Doyle, Leigh Grif¬ 
fiths and Jake Cassidy. And the Icelandic 
attacker, who has scored two goals in five 
games for the Tippeliga leaders, is relieved 
to be back on familiar territory after reveal-

ing he felt he had been made to feel inferior 
at Wolves. 

“To show you actually can play, not just 
sit on the bench and such, is fantastic for 
me,” said Sigurdarson, speaking in Norway. 

“Of course you’ll doubt yourself when 
you’re not used, absolutely. 

“When the manager doesn’t like you, no 
matter what you do or how good you are in 
training, you get the message: ‘No, you’re 
not in the squad’. 

“You’re not good enough. Then you just 


want dig yourself under the grass. It be¬ 
comes hell. So it was fantastic that Molde 
wanted me and that I got to go back.” 

For Wolves, Sigurdarson found the net 
twice in 16 league appearances last season, 
his final game coming in the 3-3 draw at 
Rotherham on December 21 after which 
he played no part in the following seven 
matches before his move. 

Sigurdarson also admitted he struggled 
to make friends in the Wolves squad. 

“I feel at home here,” he said. “These 
are great guys. In England you don’t make 
friends in the team. Here we eat together 


and socialise in the evenings. In England 
they maybe will go and have a drink to¬ 
gether, but this is different. I feel my career 
is on the right track again.” 

Meanwhile, Wolves have started a coach¬ 
ing restructure which has left the futures 
of Steve Weaver and Mick Halsall shrouded 
in doubt. 

The long-serving pair have been told by 
head of football development Kevin Thel- 
well that a ‘process’ has started in the 
coaching department of reducing the work¬ 
force and are set for a further meeting this 
week.”. .
